WHEAT PLAN FAILS 


A severe blow has been given the government's crop control program 


in the official figures showing the indicated winter wheat yield. 


The estimates, based on the condition of the crop in April, axe for a 


probable yield of 492,000,000 bushels. 
This compares with 351,000,000 


bushels last year and represents a gain of 141,000,000 bushels. 
For Kan- 


sas alone, a total production of 127,000,000 bushels is indicated, 
would be an increase of 67,000,000 bushels over the 1933 yield. 


Of course, much can happen between now and harvest time, 


sometimes takes a hand in such things and upsets all forecasts. Not- 
withstanding this possibility, the wheat control plan must be written 
down as a failure. 
It did not prevent the planting of increased acreage, 


as it was supposed to do. 


The plan was voluntary, the government submitting a domestic al- 


lotment program and paying bonuses to farmers for reducing acreage, 
and, in addition, levying a processing tax payable by consumers as a 
further aid to reduction. 


Many wheat growers accepted the proposal. 
Many others, however, 


did not and increased their acreage. 
Some farmers who had given up 


wheat growing as unprofitable returned to it in the expectation that 
government intervention would .mean much higher prices. 


NAVAL CHIESS GAME ON PACIFIC 


The Pacific chess game is largely naval. 
Ordering the powerful Pacific fleet into the Atlantic, some weeks 


ago, was a gesture which interpreted to mean that the United States felt 
no menace in that quarter. 
Japan's response was to prepare for new 


aggression against China. 
Announcement of her 
protectorate 
over 


China came almost at the moment when our fleet was being moved 
through the Panama Canal. 
Japan obviously felt freer to act. 


Japan's bold declaration was immediately followed by the order at 


Washington full speed ahead on construction of 30 new warships, already 
authorized. 
Whereupon Tokyo became more gentle and conciliatory. 


There is quiet comment in Washington on the fact that if our Pacific 


fleet can be moved eastward through the canal in less than two days, it 
can be moved back to the Pacific just as quickly. 
Our new cruiser, San 


Francisco, has had its plans changed and is making its "shakedown 
cruise" to Hawaii. 


All this action may look belligerent. 
Americans are not really bel-

of doubt always hanging over the projects, 
Lay-offs and 


threats of lay-offs have become common occurrences. 


Latest result of the lack of a definite program was curtail- 


ment of the Federal appropriation for this month, necessitating 
sudden dismissal of many thousand LWD workers. 
Now the 


hope is held out, following an urgent plea by the Pennsylvania 
relief heads, for a change of heart at Washington that will allow 
the full quota for Ma}'. 


Fluctuating policies, likely to change the whole relief set- 


up overnight, are scarcely efficient 
A glance at the calendar 


will show that State and Federal officials that there are many 
months ahead before the next session of the Legislature. There 
is no reason for continuance of a hit-or-miss, hand-to-mouth 
policy of Federal distribution. 
Relief funds are going to be 


needed and the officials in charge should get together and form- 
ulate a workable program, elastic enough to permit adjustments 
that would see this State through the rest of the year without 
constant and inexcusable uncertainty hampering relief adminis- 
t ration.—Philadelphia Inquirer.

WHEAT PLAN FAILS 


A severe blow has been give-n the government's crop control program 


in the official figures showing the indicated winter wheat yield. 


The estimates, based on the condition of the crop in April, are for a 


probable yield of 492,000,000 bushels. 
This compares with 351,000,000 


bushels last year and represents a gain of 141,000,000 bushels. 
For Kan- 


sas alone, a total production of 127,000,000 bushels is- indicated. 
This 


would be an increase of 67,000,000 bushels over the 1933 yield. 


Of course, much can happen between now and harvest time. 
Nature 


sometimes takes a hand in such things and upsets all forecasts. 
'Not- 


withstanding this possibility, the wheat control plan must be written 
down as a failure. 
It did not prevent the planting of increased acreage, 


as it was supposed to do. 
The plan was voluntary, the government submitting a domestic al- 


lotment program and paying bonuses to farmers for reducing acreage, 
and, in addition, levying a processing tax payable by consumers as a 
further aid to reduction. 


Many wheat growers accepted the proposal. 
Many others, however, 


did not and increased their acreage. 
Some farmers who had given up 


wheat growing as unprofitable returned to it in the expectation that 
government intervention would .mean much higher prices. 


NAVAL CHESS GAME ON PACIFIC 


The Pacific chess game is largely naval. 
Ordering the powerful Pacific fleet into the Atlantic, some weeks 


ago, was a gesture which interpreted, to mean that the United States felt 
no menace in that quarter, 
aggression against China.

Francisco, has had its plans changed and is making its "shakedown 
cruise" to Hawaii.

Mellon expressed his approval of the new law after he had been regis- 
tered. 
His name will now be on the voting list of his district, unless 


lie changes his residence, without further need for him to register.

r. permanent registration law enacted, but have always met defeat at the 
hands of the politicians. 
It is ridiculous for persons who reside perman- 


ently in a district to have to register each year. 
Possibly, the favorable 


reception given the new law in Pittsburgh will bring about this sensible 
reform so that it may be applied to all other cities.

Officials pointed out that Section 
3700 of the 1934 Gold Reserve Act is 
applicable for two years, although its 
provisions may be extended another 
year if the president feels an emerg­ 
ency still continues.

Provided the stabilization fund, 
officially set up yesterday, is not 
employed to support the dollar in 
foreign and domestic markets, this 
money, accruing from the profit on 
the revaluation of the dollar, would 
be available for other purposes. 
Some experts expressed the opin­ 
ion th at legislation would be re 
quired to determine the use of what 


remains of this fund. But in other 
quarters it was felt it should be used 
to reduce the public debt. 
Treasury experts were watching 
for reaction to the announcement 
that the fund had been made avail­ 
able for use. 
It was expected to 
siyyport the position of the dollar 
abroad even though not actually 
used. Officials thought the psycho­ 
logical effect would be such as to 
maintain the dollar above the ex­ 
port point which would be reached 
when the level went substantially 
below the ration of one-thirty fifth.

May Net Two Billion 


To U.S* Government

WASHINGTON, May 2,—At the 


end of two years the treasury may 
find itself two billion dollars richer 
with the expiration of the exchange 
stabilization fund and the diversion 
of that amount to ordinary purposes 
of the government. 


Officials pointed out that Section 


3700 of the 1934 Gold Reserve Act is 
applicable for two years, although its 
provisions may be extended another 
year if the president feels an emerg- 
ency still continues. 


Reduce Public Dekt. 


Provided the stabilization fund, 


officially set up yesterday, is not 
employed to support the dollar in 
foreign and domestic markets, this 
money, accruing from the profit on 
the revaluation of the dollar, would 
be available for other purposes. 


Some experts expressed the opin- 


ion that legislation would be re 
quired to determine the use of what 


remains of this fund. But-in 'other 
quarters it was felt it should be used 
to reduce the public debt. 
' 


_ Treasury experts were watching 
for reaction to the announcement 
that the fund had been made avail- 
able for use. It was expected to 
support the position of the- dollar 
abroad even though not actually 
used. Officials thought the psycho- 
logical effect would be such as1 to 
maintain the dollar above the/ex- 
port point which would be reached 
when the level went substantially 
below the ration of one-thirty fifth.
